In tho end the four w om en w ere 
nam ed and w ith twelve m en w ere el­ 
ected by ih e sta te convention, w ith 
o n e -fo u rth vote each, to east the Tex 
as four d e le g ate -at-la rg e votes as a 
u n it at San Frar.eisco. 
T hirty-six 
delegates, w ith one vote each, also 
w ere elected, m a k in g th e sta te 's forty 
convention ballots 
T he cau cu s w as exciting from the 
very start. 
"M ad am , c h a i n la n ”, ex ­ 
claim ed a d eleg ate a f te r the m eetin g 
began to get w a rm , " th e re a re four 
m o tio n s before th e house now and 1 
desire to m a k e \a n o th e r.” 
"W om en, we are m a k in g fools of 
ou rselves,” 
said 
th e 
c h airw o m an , 
pounding her u m brella on the floor. 
"The m en w ill be com pletely d isg u st­ 
ed w ith us." 
Finally th e c h a ir w,li­ 
able to read th e p re -a rra n g e d slate 
All Talk at O nce. 
Im m e d iately th re e w om en w ere on 
th e ir feet eulogizing th e ir choice for 
d elegn tc-at-large. 
T h en several a d ­ 
dresses w ere delivered simultaneous!;, 
in favor of one can d id ate. 
Phis was 
follow ed by a confusing d eb ate over 
one of the candidates. 
"M adam c h a irm a n ,” shouted a w o ­ 
m an from B eaum ont, 
if we cannot 
agree on all four can d id ates,

"W e w ill vote on her (th e B ea u ­ 
m ont lady’s) question", the chairw o- 
m<ui taiii, ‘ but first let m u add the 
TtXitiC of another candidate and w e w ill 
vote on all of th em .”

erything connected w ith w o m a n s u f ­ 
frage”, she shouted. 
She d e m a n d ed 
that a c h a irm a n " fa m ilia r w ith p a rli­ 
am entary law " be elected "so th e m eet 
ing can be controlled. " 
Th e c h a i r ­ 
w om an appeared relieved r a th e r th a n 
offended at her th re a te n e d overthrow . 
A vote w as tak e n and she w as r e ­ 
elected. 


Urged B etter Behavior. 


At this point a d e leg ate get th e 
floor and, tea rs in h e r eyes, urged (lie 
W om en to be m ore "re aso n ab le and 
ehristianlike.' 
"We are m ak in g h istory in the first 
convention of T exas w om en and our 
actions at this cau cu s m ay give a 
black eye to su ffrag e in th is sta te ,” 
she said.

tem porarily, but the te m p e ra tu re soon

■Suddenly a d eleg ate noticed several 
new spaper m en sta n d in g in a d o o r­ 
way. 
"For heaven's sake, hush! 
Look 
at those men laughing them selves to 
death ”, she shouted. 
"Please don't let th e pul He know 
how this m eeting has b e h a v e d ” , scores 
of voices shouted. T h e confusion, they 
declared, w as caused by the "radical 
m inority.’ 
After the four w om en delcg.iles-nt 
large had been chosen, a D allas w o ­ 
m an w alked out of the hall sh aking 
her head. 
"I believe after all, that 
our M others’ C ouncil, is a. quiet and 
oMerly organization," she declared.
